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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REOUIREMENT 

This is in response to the restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372, dated 
January 27, 2009, for which a one-month period for response was set. 

Claims 1-23 are pending in this application. The Office Action has set forth a 
requirement for restriction of the prosecution of this application to the following Groups of 
claims: 

Group I Claims 1-14, drawn to a method for the multistage production of a 
liquid emulsion; or 

Group II Claims 1 5-23, drawn to a mixing apparatus comprised of two 
connected stator-rotor devices
